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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 24 June 2004 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement not been considered, but 
the information referred to therein has via the Notice of References Cited (PTO-892). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed process of molding 
concrete, with the process comprising pouring above the top portion of the cylinder and 
then capping the cylinder with a lid having a hole, thus pushing the excess concrete 
through the hole. In contrast, Lane, Jr. (US Patent No. 4,496,070) teaches "leveling off 
the sample" before "emplacing a lid" without holes (see col. 4, lines 5-13), Thaulow (US 
Patent 2,644,220) teaches that "whole assembly is filled with concrete ... the surplus 
mass abraded and smoothed level with ... the end of the container, which is then 
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closed" with a lid not having holes (see col. 1 , line 55 through col. 2, line 4), and Hatano 
(Japanese Patent Document No. JP 2000-258316 A) teaches only that holes are for 
wastewater aeration or freezing-water discharge (see paragraph [0007] and Abstract: 
Solution).
